and Staves lye, without Diſpoſing thereof, or any ways Defacing the 
Marks thereon, full Six Months atter the firſt Entering the ſame ; on 
Penalty of Forteiting,and Paying to the Owner, or Owners of ſuch Logs, 
Timber, Shingles, or Staves, viz, the Sum of Ten Shillings for every 
Log, or other Stick of Timber notexceeding Thirty Feet in Length, and 
double the Value of ſuch Shingles, or Staves; and Ten Pound; for every 
Log, or other Stick of Timber which exceeds Thirty Feet in Length : 
And every Perſon, or Perſons Taking up, Safe Securing, and Bntering any 
Logs, Timber, Shingles, or Staves {hall be Entitlea to a Fee of One 
Shilling, and Two-pence for Taking, Seiſing, and Entering any Log, 
or Stick of Timber not Exceeding Thirty Feet in Length, and the 
ſame Sum for every Bundle of Shingles, or Staves : Three-pexce whereof 
ſhall be allowed and paid to the Clerk for Entering the ſame ; and Four 
Shillings, and Twwo-pence for every Log, or Stick of Timber which Ex- 
ceeds that Length; Three-pence whereof to be paid to the Clerk, as 
aforeſaid. | ; 

And that no Owner, or Owners of ſuch Logs, Timber, Shingles, or 
Staves ſhall Take away any ſuch Logs, Timber, Shingles, or Staves 
Taken up, Secur'd, and Enter'd, as aforeſaid, until he has paid the Fees 
aforeſaid, on Penalty of Forfeiting, and Paying to him, or them that Took 
up, Secur'd, and Enter'd the ſame, as aforeſaid, the Sum of 2 Shillings 
for each Log, or Stick not Exceeding Thirty Feet in Length, and the 
Value of the Shingles, and Staves, ſo Taken up, Secur'd, and Enter'd, as 
aforeſaid, and Five Pounds for each Log, or Stick of Timber above 
Thirty Foot Long. 5 


And if no Owner appear to Challenge, and make out his Claim thereto 
within Six Months next after the Entering thereof, it ſhall, and may be 


Lawful for him, or them that Took up, Secur'd and Enter*d the fame to 
Diſpoſe thereof to. his, or their awn Uſe without being Accountable to 
the Owners therefor. | 

And when any Difpute ſhall ariſe in any Attion brought on this AR, 
it ſhall, and may be Lawful for the Court, Aſſiſtant, or Juſtice of the 
Peace before whom the Trial may be, to proceed to Examine the 
Parties under Oath, and all other Evidence produced ; and to make 
up ſuch Judgment therein as to them ſhall appear Equitable and Juſt.

An Act to prevent the Bills of Credit, lately Emitted 
by the Colony of Rhode-Ifland, and Providence 
Plantations, paſling in this Colony. 


BE it Enacted by the Governour, Council, and Repreſentatives, in 
General Court Aſſembled, and by che KAuthoziry of rhe ſame, 
That no Bill, or Bills of Credit of the ſaid Colony of Rhode- Hand, and 
Providence Plantations, which have been Emitted, or Iſſued in that Colony 
ſince the Twenty Fifth Day of the Month of December, which was 
in the Year of Our Lord Due Thog/and Seven Hundred, and Fifty, ſhall 
be allowed to Paſs, or be Currant in thisColony, or to Anſwer, Diſcharge, 
or Satisfy any Contract, Debt, Duty, or Demand whatſoever. 
Provided nevertheleſs, That nothing herein Contained ſhall be Con- 
ſtrued, or Underſtood to Prohibit, or make Void the Delivery, or 
Payment of ſuch late Emitted Bill, or Bills in Satisfaction, or Diſcharge 
of Contracts in Writing heretofore made, wherein ſuch Bills are Ex- 
prefly Contracted for, in Caſe the fame Bills ſhall be Delivered, or Ten- 


dered by the Time fixed in ſuch Contracts for the Payment thereof.

HE RE AS in ſaid A no Proviſion is made to prevent bringing 

into this Colony from Places Vifited with Infectious Diſeaſes, Goods, 
Wares, and Merchandize, and Landing, or Expoſing them to Sale without 
being ſufficiently Aired. | : 


Be it Enacted by the Eovernour, Council, and Repreſentatives in 
General Court Aſſembled, and by the Authozity of the Came, 
That if any Perſon ſhall bring into any Town in this Colony either by 
Land, or Water, from any Place Infected with the Small-Pox, or any 
other Mortal Contagious Diſeaſe, any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, 
and Land them, or Expoſe them to Sale, without Liberty from Two, or 
more of the Selett- Men of ſaid Town firſt had, and Obtained in Writing 
under their Hands, ſuch Perſon ſhall Forfeit the Sum of Twenty Pounds 
Money: One half of ſaid Penalty to the Informer who ſhall Proſecute 
the ſame to Effect: The other half to the Treaſury of the Town in which 
ſuch Goods are Landed, or Expoſed to Sale. 


Be it further Enacted by the Autbo?fty afozeſaid, That ic ſhall! be che 
Duty of the Sele&-Men, upon Application to them made, to make ſpeedy 
Examination whether it be neceſſary to Air ſuch Goods, Wares, or Mer- 


chandize brought in as aforeſaid ; and if they Judge it not Neceſſary 


to Air them, they ſhall then give a Certificate to the Perſon, or Perſons 
Applying therefor, and liberty to Land, or Sel] the fame. And when- 
ſoever any Goods, Wares, and Merchandize brought in, as aforeſaid, are 
ſuitably Aired, ſaid Select-Men ſhall give a Certificate ther of to the 
Perſon whoſe Goods, Wares, and Merchandize are thus Aired, with 
Liberty to Land, or Sell the ſame accordingly.

An Act in Addition to, and Alteration of an Act of 
this Colony, Entituled, An Act to Encourage the 
Deſtroying of Wolves. 


HERE AS it is Provided in, and by ſaid Af, * That if any 

« Perſon ſhall Kill, or Deftroy any grown Wolf, or Wolves, or 

Panther within the Bounds of any Town in this Colony, he ſhall have 

* Three Pounds paid out of the Publick Treaſury of this Colony; and 

every Engliſh Man that ſhall Kill, and Deſtroy any Wolf, or Panther ſhall 

© have Twenty Shillings paid by ſuch Town in whoſe Bounds fuch Wolf, 
or Panther was Killed; and half ſo much for every Wolf's Whelp. 


It is therefoze Enacted, and Reſolved by this Aſſembly, That the 
Whole of ſaid Præmia for the Killing of Wolves, and Panthers, ſhall 
be paid out of the Publick Treaſury of this Colony, any Law, Uſage, 
or Cuſtom to the contrary notwithſtanding. 
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
